To the Members of the Committee of Vigi- 
lance. 


GenTLemEn :—Your Executive Committee 
deem it proper officially to announce the puss- 
age of following resolution, which has re- 
ceived the sanction of the Board of Delegates, 
and is now an act of the Committee of Vigi- 
lance : 

Resolved, That, by and with the concurrence 
of the Board of Delegates, all existing penal- 
ties attached to sentences of expatriation are 
hereby rescinded. 


However much honest men and patriotic 
citizens may have differed as to the right and 
justice of the organization and acts of the 
Committee of Vigilance, no candid man can 
deny that a great reform in public morals and 
poser estate has been achieved as a result. 

ur elections, on three occasions, have been 
peaceable and untainted by fraud; quiet and 
order reign in our streets; virtue is not open- 
ly outraged on the highways ; deadly weapons 
are no longer publicly displayed and defiantly 
weed ; liberty of speech and of the press is no 
longer a misnomer, or @ cause of bloodshed ; 
public plunder is now neither practicab'e, nor 
the object for which office is sor ght; a rigid 


scrutiny into public affairs has been iuaugu 


rated, and is consistently ma‘ntained by the 
citizens, without let or hindrance; the offi_e: 
of the city and county have been filled by men 
of probity, who are the undoubted choice of 
the electora! majority; ballot-box stuffing and 
fraudulent election returns are at an end; the 
people now have confidence that political fa- 
voritism will not in fature rescue the convicted 

ilty from the punishment decreed by law; 
the community enjoys & tranquil repose and 
hopeful prosperity. This state of affairs, con- 
trasted with that which existed when your 
labors commenced, proclaims the magnitude 
of the triumphs that have been achieved. We 


believe that the people, happy and contented 


under the change, desire that every cause of 


future excitement acd possible anarchy should 


ve remored. 

The highest daty and aim of the Committee 
of Vigilance is to establish the rights and pro- 
mote the welfare and tranquillity of the com- 
munity which confided its interests to the 
charge of that body. To execute any one of 
the expatriated who might have the temerity 
to return, would, under the changed and exist- 
ing state of affairs, interrupt the present peace 
and quiet of our city, without bringing ade- 
quate advantage. The necessity for such a 
cause of public excitement no longer exists. 
The return of no worthless individual. and the 
execution of the death penalty upon him, 
should weigh in the scale with the peace and 
happiness of our citizens. On the other hand, 
not to carry out the extreme penalty on a re 
turned criminal, during its existence as a sen- 
tence, would stultify the Committee, and is a 
remedy at which the stern and resolate char- 
acter of its members would revolt. Either 
contingency is too streng to hazard on the 
chance of the non-return of one of the exiled. 

Pa nish d for the pub‘ic ; 0 .d—the'r presence 
in times past having been the signal for disor- 
der, or the cause of frauds upon the rights of 
the people—rendered powerless as they now 
are, we but reassert our strength and confi 
dence in the support of public opinion, by the 
present act. Determined, as the people are, to 
protect their rights, no fear need be entertained 


that the former scenes of iniquity, violence aud 


official corruption will ever be re-enacted in 
San Francisco.

The resolution now adopted is not so much 
an act of ne | to the guilty, as of regard 
to the interests of the public. Yet the annals 
of history furnish abundant precedent for the 
removal of the penalty of banishment upou tur- 
bulent and offensive characters, where govern- 
ments have attained a possition of strength and 
repose which did not exist at the time of the 
expatriation. Why, then, sbould we, who do 
not claim the dignity nor authority of a gov- 
ernment, be reluctant to follow the long estab- 
lished precedent of stronger and more exalted 
powers, when the necessity for maintaining the 
penalty no longer exists. 

It will be seen by the tenor of the resolution 
that the sentence of banishment is not revoked; 
the Committee have no error to retract in their 
decrees of expatriation; they are simply re- 
lieved by their present act from the obligetion 
to inflict the death penalty on returned exiles ; 
the disgrace of banishment still remains apon 
them. If they return it will be upon sufferance; 
they will be subject to the jast opprobrium and 
watchful eye of the public, which will hold 
them to a strict accountability for their good 
behaviour. 

It is, howevor, quite unlikely that they will 
return; with the removal of the prohibition, 
the desire to be in our midst, particularly un- 
der 8 circumstances, will be dissi- 

te 


. 

Other t reasons might be adduced for 
the step that has beentaken. The Committee 
revere the Constitution and laws, and would 
not see them violated when a stein and abso- 
lute necessity justifying an ~~ a great 
principle no longer exists. The present in- 
cumbents of office, iu the city and county, have 
the confidence of the people, as they have had 
their votes, and it is mght and proper that to 
them alone should be confided the present and 
fature administration of justice. fo execute 
the sentences of the Committee, under circum- 
stances 80 completely the reverse of those which 
existed at the time when they were imposed, 
would at once arraign that body against the 
very government which has its confidence and 
support, and which is the result of the reform 
movement. No parallel exis's between the 
present condition of affairs and that which the 
Committee was organized to overthrow and re- 
form. Then the government, in some of its 
parts, Was an usurpation. The people—the 
source of government and law—were conscious 
that their liberties had been outraged, and that 
(fficials, who were not elected, been fois- 
tered into office by ballot box stuffing and 
fraud ; the evil was a great and growiog one— 
self perpetuating ; it was unpunished by law 
and sustained by organized ruffianism, and the 
emergency admitted of no reliei short of a 
limited exercise of the sacred right of revolu- 
tion. 

The contrary of all this now exists. Acts 
which then were deſensible and right, because 
thst only remedy, would now be reprebensible 
in the eyes of all conscientious and reflecting 
men, and at variance with the principles of the 
Committee of Vigilance. 

It is a sbuject for mutual congratulation that 
the reign of peace and justice has been thus 
early and firmly established, and that while 
your ranks are unbroken, and your power to 
enforce any decree Undoubted, you can prove 
the sincerity of the love you have always pr 
fzesed for the principle and spirit of law, by re- 
tiring from apparent antagonism thereto on the 
first opportunity consistent with the general 
welfare and the preservation of the public peace. 

The harmony and unity of the Committee is 
a sufficient guarantee that on any emergency, 
improbable as it is of occurrence, the members 
will rally for mutual support, and to protect 
the public welfare. 

lioious suits brought against members of 
your body for acts performed in the direct exe- 
cution of its deerees, still remain before the 
courts and demand your attention. These and 
other matters of importance promptly requir- 
ing your co-operation, will continue to receive 
the careful consideration of your Executive 
Committee, whose z al for the protection of the 
roperty, reputation and persons of your mem- 
will remain undiminished. 

On this occasion, the Executive Committee 
desire to renew to the members of the organiza- 
tion their assurance of gratitude for the faith- 
ful and disinterested devotion to the_public 
weal manifested regardless of fatigue and peril. 
These feelings we are confident, are shared by 
those good citizens who did not deem it neces-

THE NUN OF JOUARRE., 


Jouarre is a small town in Normandy. It 
onee a famous nunnery, which, 
though long since in rains, is still remembered 
as the home of Charlotte de Bourbon. 

Charlotte was born in the middle of the 
sixteenth century. Her father, the Duke of 
Montpensier, was of the royal house of Bour- 
bon. As his property had become reduced, 
and he could not give to his daughter the 
fortune due to ber rank, be resolved that she 
should enter into a nuunery. 

This was a painfal decision to his wife, who 
was a friend to the Protestant cause in France. 
But the Duke was a stern Romanist, and was 
resolved that his will should be obeyed. Before 
the time came for Oharlotte to be shut out 
from the world, the mother often took her 
into a private chamber, where they wept and 
prayed together. In that retreat the young 
maiden was instructed in the blessed truths 
of the gospel, which were never wholly for- 
gotten by her. And there, When a few years 
older, she si py desire of — a 

in which she protested nst being 
— into a nunnery, and claimed a right, 
when of riper years, to withdraw from it. 

It was at an early age, only thirteen, that 
Charlotte was to be closely confined by the 
bolts and bars of that prison-house—the con- 
vent of Jouarre. Her young heart had its 
joys and hopes. She loved home. In her 
esteem the world was fair and bright, and full 
of pleasant scenes. Her nature and temper 
were active and lively, and she thought there 
was much for her to do and enjoy. But now 
she was called, in the days of her girlhood, 
to bid farewell to those she loved, and to be 
doomed, as it was called, to a “ religious life.’’ 

When Charlotte wag taken by her father to 
the nunnery, her flowing hair was cut away; 
her dress was coarse linen and hair-c'oth; a 
cord was tied around her waist; and, with 


downcast looks, she trod the iron-bound c. ois- And 


ters by day, and rested at night on the floor of 
her tomb-like cell. Was she happy? How 
could she be when she felt that she had been 
robbed of her freedom? Did she find the 
that had been promised her? No. 

e were sullen discontent and strife where 

she had thought to meet with only peace and 
love. But never did she more painfully feel 
the loss of her liberty than when her mother 
fell suddenly ill; for, either from the gloomy 


rules of the nunnery, or from the fears of her I 


father lest ber heart should be impressed by 
the piety of the dying mother, she was not 
permitted to visit her. A daughter’s care 
and love might have comforted the Duchess 
in the hour of death; but this last service of 
a child's affection was denied her. Neither 
was the young nun allowed to be present at 
the funeral, nor to visit the grave. 

A few years passed away, and the young 
nun became more reconciled to her state. She’ 
was told that her sclfdenial and sufferings 
were pleasing to God, and that the reward of 
her life wou!d be certain glory in heaven. She 
obtained so high a character, that, though still 
very young, she was appointed to be the — 
cipal of the convent, under the title of y 
Abbess. | 

About this time light ent red the convent 
of Jouarre, in the form of Protestant tracts. 
The Lady Abbess read them, and they recalled 
to miod the loving words her mother had 
spoken to her in the secr¢t chamber at home. 

he large Bible, and the truths it contained, 
the tea s and prayers of ber sainted parent, 
thé written protest, and her childhood’s happi- 
pes, were all as fresh in her memory as though 
mR were things of yestenday. Spirit of 
blessed to her soul those plain words of 
the little tract—they led her to the cross of 
Obrist. As the blind min rejoices when his 
eyes are open to behold the shining of the sun. 
so did Charlotte when the light of the gospel 
beamed brightly on her heart. 

It was in the year 1572 that the noise of a 
battle was heard around the nunnery of Jou- 
arre. It came nearer—to the very doors. 
These were soon broken open, and the nuns 
rushed forth to find ashtlter in the woods. 
This was a critical seas for Charlotte de 
Bourbon. She was driven into the world: 
was it not a time for ben thus strangely set 
free, to act as her conscience told her, aud to 
embrace the liberty that was so uoexpected! 
given to her? Ought she any lon 
tate in obeying the word of G 


r to besi- 
? Should 
not seek some place of safety, where she 
might opeoly profess the doctrines she had 
cherished in her soul? Yes; the time had 
come; but where could she find a home in 
France? 

In such a trying hour there was not time to 
deliberate—she must act, and act without de- 
lay. Charlotte, therefore, hastily set out, pass- 
ing from one place to another in disguise. 
There was no little danger in travelling in 
France in those days, when every one found 
on the road was suspected of being a Protest- 
ant. Yet she safely crossed the country, and 
after a time arrived at Heidelberg, in Ger- 
many. In that city she found many Chris- 
tians-ready to welcome her, and confirm her in 
the doctrines of the gospel. 

As might be supposed, there was no small 
stir when her fi'ght was known. A nun bad 
fled! Who could have supposed that a Lady 
Abbess, the daughter of 6 Duke, and of the 
royal family of France, would have abandon 
ed the Romish church, and passed over to the 
Protestant faith? Therewas dismay in the 
palace of the King. Confusion and debate 
were in the castles of thé nobles, and in the 
converts of the land. Her father threatened 
tbat he never would forgive Ser. He mourned 
over her as one mourns over a child who 
has disgraced her — 

The poor fugitive bad foreseen all that 


child. It was not self-will, or a stabborn 
spirit, that led her to brave his threats. But 
how could she diso God, or any | 
deny His truth? The words of the Savior 
were not forgotten by her in this hour of trial : 
“He that loveth father or mother more than 
me is not worthy of me; and he that taketh 
not his cross, and followeth not after me, is 
not worthy of me. He tbat findeth his life 
shall lose it; and he that losetb his life for my 
sake shall find it.“ Matt. x. 37-39. 

Charlotte was now in a land where she 
could openly declare ber faith, and that she 
soon did; standing among the Protestants of 
Heidelberg, and upheld by their pra and 
good counsels, she renounced forever — errors 
of the Church of Rome. 

We must now turn our attention to the 
Low Countries, better known to many as the 
Netherlands. Early in the sixteenth century 
the Protestant faith had spread through all its 
towns and villages: ‘The printer was set to 
work ; copies of the word of God were multi- 
plied; and many bold reformers preached the 
trath to the people. 

The Netherlands at this time belonged to 
the kingdom of Spain, whose sovereigns were 
most violent utors of Protestants: Large 
bands of soldiers were let loose among them, 
and thousands were put to death. The Inqui- 
sition was set up in all its terror; multitudes 
were confined in its dungeons, or by it given 
over to the rack and burning pile. One hun- 
dred thousand are said to have suffered for the 
truth's sake in the course of half a century. 
The patience of tho people, however, was at 
leogth worn out. They had suffered the great- 
est injustice, and they resolved to be free. 
They rallied under the command of William, 
Prince of Orange, and, after a long contest, 
secured their liberty. 

Toe Prince of Orange had often heard of 
the piety of Charlotte de Bourbon, and the 
sacrifices she had made in the cause of truth. 
, assured that she was fitted to adorn the 
highest station, he sought her hand, and she 
became his wife. 

The nun of Jouarre was now raised, in the 
providence of God, to be the Princess of Or- 
ange, and the first lady of rank in the Nether- 
lands. And she well adorned her high posi- 
tion. Meekness and prudence, charity and 
devotion, were at all times seen in ber life. 
She #as a pattern alike to the noble ladies at 
court, and to the lowly mothers in their fami- 


ies. 
But dark shadows often come over the fair- 
est earthly scenes. Some bitter drops mingle 


in the sweetest cup of worldly joy. A large 
reward had been offered to any one who should 


kill the prince, and a young man had 

to attempt the horrid Weed. To bim 
for his work, he was conſessed by a priest; 
and, under the influence of his wretched super- 
stition, he knelt in prayer that God would give 
him success in his design. 

It was the Lord's Day; the prince and prin- 
cess of Orange had returned from divine wor- 
ship. As they were passing along the hall of 
their pa'ace a shot was fired by the assassin, 
who had secretly obtained an entrance into the 
house. It entered the neck of the prince, who 
fell into he arms of his attendants. For some 
time he lay in great danger, his prinecss watch- 
ing over him with the tenderest love. While 
dressing bis wound, she at the rame time spoke 
words of peace to encourage bis hope in God. 
Her prayers were beard, and she had the de- 
light of seeing him slowly restored to bealth. 
There was great joy in the city of Antwerp 
when the prince and princess went in state to 
the cathedral to return thanks for his merciful 
deliverance from the hands of the assassin. 
Nobles and burgomasters, citizens and soldiers 
were there to unite with one voice in a song of 
praise. The church bells rang merrily, flags 
were hung at tbe mast-head of every ship, and 
sounds of gladness were heard through all the 
land. 

Not many months, however, had passed 
away before the health of the princess began to 
fail. Her tender frame had received a shock 
at the moment she saw ber busband fall, which 
was further weakened by her labors and watch- 
ings, night and day, by the side of his sick- 
bed. er days were now drawing to a close; 
but in the midst of weariness and pain she 
knew in whom she bad believed. Her soul and 
life had been given in faith to the Savior ; she 


L | had passed through many trials, and seen many 


changes; and now, relying on the merits of 
Christ, she looked forward toa crown of glory 
that fadeth not away. there —.— 
t mourning in „ and w g 
— followed her body to its grave in the 
cathedral of Antwerp. 7 
All honor to the memory of Charlotte de 
Bourbon! Vet it is not alone for her conver- 
sion to the Protestant faith, and for the sacri- 
fices she made in its cause: nor is it for her 
virtues and piety as the Princess of Orange, 
that we thin of ber with iurerest and respect; 
but we cherished kindly thoughts as it is from 
her that the present royal bouse of England 
traces its descent. Her daughter Louisa, be- 
came the wife of Frederick the Fourth, the 
Elector Palatine of the Rhine, and was the 
grandmother of Sophia, the Duchess of Bruns- 
wick, who was the mother of George the First 
of England, whose great grandson, the Duke 
of Kent, was the father of the present sover- 
eign of Great Britain. Thus does our gra- 
cious Queen Victoria derive her descent from 
the runaway nua of Jouarre.*

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Methodist Singing. 

Henry Ward Beecher, while rusticating in 
his summer home, visits a Methodist church, 
and thus discourses of music : 

By the way, yesterday morning I was at the. 
Methodist church here. A very pleasant room 
it is, and I am told that a very worthy society 
occupy it. But I have a most weighty charge 
to bring against the good people, of musical 
apostasy. I had expected a treat of goo 
hearty singing. There were Charles Wesley's 
hymns, and there were the old Method 
tunes, that ancient piety loved, and modern 
conceit laughs at! Imagine my e when, 
after reading the hymn, up rose a choir from 
the shelf at the other end of the church, and 
began to sing a monotonous tune of the mod- 
ern music-book style. The patient congrega- 
tion stood up ropes hed sung to, as men 
stand under rain when there is po shelter. 
Scarcely a lip moved. No one seemed to hear 
the hymn, or to care for the music. How I 
lo for the old Methodist thunder ! 
One good burst of old-fashioned music would 
have blown this modern singing out of the 
windows like wadding from a gon! Men 
may call this an improvement, and teel ! 
Gentility has nearly killed our churches, and 
it will kill Methodist churches if they 
way to its false and peroicious ambition. We- 
koow very well what good old-fashioned Meth- 
odist music wes. It had fanlts enough, doubt- 
less, agaiust taste. But it hed an ward 
purpose and a religious earnestness which ena- 
bled it to carry all its faults, and to triumph 
in spite of them! It was worship. Yester- 
day’s music was tolerable singing, but very 
poor worship. We are sorry that, just as our 
churches are beginning to imitate the former 
example of Methodist churches, and to intro- 
duce melodies that the le love, and to 
encourage universal singing 5 the congrega- 
tion, our Methodist brethren should pick 
our cast-off formalism in church music. 10 
will be worse with them than with us. It 
mark a greater length of decline. We could 
hardly believe our eyes and ears yesterday. 
We could not persuade ourselves that we 
stood before a Methodist church. We should

‘Ihe Methodist Church — laid the 
Obristian world under a great debt by its ser- 
vice in the cause of Christ, and we bave a 
right in it, and an interest in it, as common 
Christians, too great to suffer us to see signs 
of degeneracy in it without sorrow and alarm. 
We hope God means to do great things by it 
yet, for our land. But it will not be by giving 
up heart and soul, zeal and popular enthusiasm 
in worship, for the sake of sham propriety and 
tasteful formalism, that the Methodist Oburch 
will become yet further efficient. We hope to 
see such a revival of religion among them as 
shall come like a freshet upon their churel es,

Dr. Rae on the Relics of Sir John Frank- 
lin. 


Dr. Rae appeared before the Ethnolo- 
gical section of the American Association, 
while in session in Montreal, and was re- 
quested to give an account of his Arctic 
travels. In complying, the Doctor exhib- 
ited somo relies of Sir John Frauklin's 
party, which he happeded to have about 
him, aud explained. He said that pre- 
viously to the expedition in which he dis. 
covered these relics, he had been engaged 
in four boat expeditions to the Arctic re- 
gions, and had traced some three thousand 
miles of coast. The last expedition of his 
was undertaken more for the purposes of 
geographical information than to search 
for Sir John Franklin, that having been a 
secondary consideration, as he bad hardly 
expected to find any traces of Frankliu's 

arty. But in the course of his travels he 
fll in with an Esquimaux who had seen a 
party of whites the winter before, who 
were dead. They were in the possession 
of several watches, spoons, &c., with crests 
upon them, which proved to be those of 
persons belonging to Frauklin's expedition, 
including the decoration of Sir. John’s 
knighthood. He bought these from the 
Esquimaux for saws, daggets, and other 
weapons. Doubts have been expressed in 
several quarters as to the honesty of the 
Esquimaux, and it was suggested tht 
they might have murdered Franklin's par- 
ty and robbed their bodies. He had al- 
ways found them honest and trustworthy. 
He had no doubt, himself about Frank- 
lin's course and hie fate. He had been 
heard to say that, if ice came in his way, 
he should not shrink from running his 
ships into it. After wintering at Beechy 
Island, he had tried to get to Cape Walk- 
er, and made thence for Behring's Straits. 
His provisions had failed in the fifth year, 
and he had tried to get up Back’s River, 
and perished in the attempt. The Esqui- 
maux he found most correct in geograpi- 
cal notions and descriptions. He had only 
to point out to them on the chart certain 
places he knew in common with them, and 
they would give him, most accurately, the 
relative situation of another. Thus he as- 
certained where the party had perished, 
and when the parties, from this descrip- 
tion, subsequently went there, they found 
the remains of a boat, and near it 4 piece 
of wood, on which the word Terror had 
been stamped. They found, also, kettles 
aud utensils belonging to the expedition 
They also found a piece of a snowshoe 
frame, with the name of Mr. Stanley, one 
of the surgeons of the expedition, carved 
upon it. He had traced it back to the 
maker, and the manin London from whom 
Mr. Stanley had bought it. No remains 


of the bodies had been found ; and this 


was principully owing to the nature of the 
site where the party perished.

Tae Catmest Season.—Lieut. Maury 
in his new edition of Wind and Current 
Charts, says : 

“I have gone into an investigation of 
the’abstract logs for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the most tranquil and favorable 
time for laying the Sub-Atlantic Tele- 
graph, with reference to gales, fogs and 
ice. The season that presents the most 
favorable combination of these is, also, 
the most favorable season for passenger 
travel across the Atlantic, and that season 
is found to be about the last of July and 
the first of August. This part of the 
ocean is most travqail in summer. Taking 
averages, we have in it fewer gales, but 
more fogs and we in June than in July or 
August, but fewer fogs and least ice in 
August. The last of July and first of 
August appear to be the most favorable 
time for laying the Sub-Atlantic Tele- 
graph. This information may be useful 
to invalids and others crossing the Atlan- 
tic, as well as those engaged in that en- 
terprise.”
